To TUB EVITOR or Tnx A««,—I know 


of no question at this time, or (or many 
years past, that eo vitally interest* the 
people or CoshoctoD, and tho Walhond- 
Ing Valley. 


Before discussing Us merits, let us, 


In the briefest possible manner, review 
tbo history of rallrouls in this county, 
and the various attempts to secure 
sundry roads. 


First was the Stcubenyllle and In 


dlana Road (the present Pan Handle) 
to long ago that those remembering 
anything about are now being classed 
old men. 
The charter of this road was 


from Stoubenvlllo to Coshocton, and 
up tho Walhondlog Volley. The aer- 
vey was made on that lino to Mt. Vor* 
non; but the good people up thtt Wai- 
bonding Valley manifested such dis- 
pleasure and BO abused the nurvoylng 
party, tbat tho projectors considered it 
unsafe to construct a road through a 
country so intensely hostile to their 
enterprise, 
Oi' course tho company 


did tho correct thing. 
Newark and 


Dresden wanted tho road—the Wai- 
hoiuling Valley did not, The company 
went where they were wanted; thus 
tho WalhoniJlDg Valley and Mt. Vor- 
non missed getting tho great Pan Han 
die Railroad. 


Second, Col, Porkln's road, from 


Cleveland toMlllersburg, thence down 
the Kllbuck Valley to Warsaw, and up 
tho Simons Run to tho summit, be- 
tween tho Walhondlng and tho Mua- 
klngum Valleys to Dresden,' 


Well, Mr. Perkens got his road com- 


pleted toMtUersburg. He visited War- 
saw and the Simon's Run, made the 
survey, called two Broadhead survey ; 
but whilst ho did not meet the storm of- 
abuse that the Stcubocvllle and ID 
dlana folks did, bo could not get a dol- 
lar of aid from the people along the 
lino In Coshooton county. The result 
was,Col, Perkens failed, his road stop, 
ped at Mlllorsburg, ho wrecked a fine 
fortune, and we failed to got the road, 
Many years after, tho Into R. 0. Ilurd 
and others, backed by the Pennsylvania 
Road, picked up Col. Perkcn's enter- 
prise at MlllerEburg and carried tho 
road by way of Mt, Vornon to Colum- 
bus, over thoso Immense Huckleberry 
hills, In place of tho Kllbuck Valley, 
down to tho 
Walhondlng Valley, 


Again tho lack of enterprise on our 


part lost us a railroad. 


Wo havo failed to mention tho Owl 


Creek Valley Railroad, it was aim. 
ply taking up tho old St«ubenvilie and 
Indiana enterprise, Mr. Baker made 
the suryoy, mapped the road on paper, 
but tbat was aa far as it was ever 
built. Tho same old hostility to rail- 
roads drove tho Owl Creek Valley to 
tbo wall. 
Then came tho lamented 


Judge Ourd, with bis enterprise, back* 
ed by the Peonsylvania Railroad com- 
pany. 
Being backed by this great 


railroad corporation, he waa able to 
promise our folks a railroad for the 
trilling sum of sixty thousand dollars 
between Millersburg and Dresden.' 
Well, after a protrncted effort, our 
folks relinquished their former taotlosi 
and quit fighting railroads, raised tbo 
sixty thousand dollars, and everything 
bid fare to give us A railroad, 
But tho 


panlooame; then tho death of that 
great and good raan, R, 0. Hurd, fol- 
lowed by the death of Thompson and 
Col. Thomas Scott. Then litigations, 
costs j receivers, etc. Thus that enter* 
prise has after being nearly finished to 
tho coal fields of Bedford township, 
Iain dormant for over ten years. 


Now, there is one point that is 


worthy of note In all thoio enterpi ises: 
Not a dollar was spent by any Cosboo- 
ton county man. Subscriptions were 
not duo until the road was completed, 
therefore remains la the bands of the 
subscribers. 


This brings us up to tbo present cn- 


orprise—the Mt. Vornori, CoHhocton 
& Wheeling. 
These 
men are not 


strangers to us, They are substantial 
business men of Knox and Coohocton 
counties. Thoy have a common Inter- 
est wlth'therestof us, no more and no 
less, unless, indeed, they own moro or 
less property to bo benefited by the 
railroad. Now, these men, our neigh- 
bors and fellow-citizens, hayo, under 
a law passed many years ego, secured 
tho Walhondlng canal, 
They have 


given a bond to tho Stato to secure the 
two millmen, one at Warsaw, the 
other at Walhondlng. Now, there can, 
I think, bo no doubt as to tho title to 
the canal, 


One of tbo prominent attorneys of 


Cosbocton said to the undersigned that 
he had fully examined the subject, and 
he assured me tbat the State bad a title 
in fee simple to every foot of land held 
by them along the Walhondlng canal, 
As much so, he added, at any man u»a 
to his 'farm. Now the State has trans- 
ferred that title to the Railroad com- 
pany. Tho Board of Public Works 
had for their authority 1st, special act 
of the Legislature, and 3d, a petition 
signed by a very large majority of the 
people of the 
Walhonding Talloy. 


This, I take it, settles tho canal for 
boating purpose, for all time to come. 
Now the directors of the Wheeling, 
Cosbocton A Mt. Vornon Road have 
spent in oaih between two and three 
thousand dollars in surveys locating 
their road, negotiating with the Board 
of Publlo Works, etc. 


For that expenditure they have the 


Walhondlng canal with all its fixtures, 
They want to build a railroad on the 
canal, 
and will certainly do so, If 


the people along the line will aid th«m 
to an amount tbat will float their borrJ* 
for enough money to build the road. 
I know there is quite a difference of 
opinion 
la reference to just what 


coarse should bare been pursued by 
certain of our ewnty officials; but, 
tbat has nothing to do with the discus- 
sion of the subject at present. The 
straemay be said of the Board of 
Public Works. 


As to whether they should hive re- 


pared the oanal early In the spring and 
left out folks the oanal at least as good 
as before the great Hood • Some of us 
think tbat might have been done tt the 
same expense; but why stand now 
grumbling about what officials might, 
could, or should have done? 
What 


has been 
done 
is 
of 
the 
past, 


and nothing we can now do will undo 
it. As Intelligent men lot us look at the 
future, and provide for (ho next crop, 
Because wo have been compelled to 
haul our wheat 10,15, or 20 miles, this 
year is no reason why wo should al- 
ways do so. The president and Di- 
rectors of the Mt. V,, C. A W. say 
they will surely put the road Under 
contract in the early spring If we aid 
them enough so they can sell tholr 
bonds, and if wo do not they CAD not. 
It U a plain proposition? 
No pay, no 


road. With tho history of tho past be- 
fere us what say our folku P 
[ know 


what some will sny: 
They always 


say 'ao!' topaylog out a dollar ttiat 
would Interest anyone clso but them- 
selves, Jfivory community has such.und 
will always have them. 
They arc not 


the men that make a community pros- 
perous or happy; thoy aro not tho men 
that dot tho county over with school 
houses and churches; but tho men 
that Iroezo to tivory nicklo thoy got, 
and 
got all they can. They 
reap 


while others sow, and will stand idle 
whilst their neighbors work up sn en- 
terprise that makes them thousands ol 
dollars whilst they refuse to contribute 
a dollar, Now, thoso aro not, the ones 
to pattern after. 
Mt. Vornon, Millers- 


burg,Newark and other cities on every 
side of us are now roaplog tho reward 
of their looking ahead many years ago, 
and securing the various enterprises 
tbat Coshccton county refused, 
Shall 


wo repeat tho blunders of our fathers F 
What say you? What will tho conse- 
quence bo if wo don't make It possible 
for tho Mt, Vornon, Coahocton, and 
Wheeling people to build their road? 
Tho subscription paper now being 
signed at Mt. Vernon is not for any 
special lino. Tho Indiana folks aro 
working up tholr end of tho road 
It 


will come to Mt. Voi non without doubt, 
From there It wlil go to Bladensburg. 
Thoy hayo tho survey made to that 
place giving them a lino lino. 
They 


have, I understand, raised aboui forty 
thousand dollars aid. From Illations- 
burg It will go down tho Tomlca to 
Dresden, 
and throuzh 
Musklngum

Suspended over this is a stool 
knifo which Is attached lo a spiral stool 
spring and worked by the foot of tho 
dresser. A gauge board guides his 
eye and lie puts his slalu against it, 
presses Ids foot on the treadle, and 
down comes the knlfo, cutting the edge 
clean and straight.

edges straight, and lays tho slato In 
piles according to slue, Just as fast 
as his foot can work, a good drossor 
koops Ills machine going.

JIow Mosnlo "Wbrlc Is Blade. 


Ono of the very fow industries of 


Homo Is tho manufacture of mosaics, 
tho largest establishment being under 
tho control of the church, ivnd employ- 
ed almost entirely In tho adonjmonij1 of 
ohurohos and religious establishments. 
The process of making a picture in 
mosaic Is vory slow and requires tho 
highest order of skill. To begin with, 
mosaic Is mado of glass, and its value 
consists In its being indestructible, 
Tho workmen in groat pictures have to 
have something over 27,000 shades of 
colored glass to produce tho tints requi- 
site, ns In a mosaic every color is neces- 
sary the same as In an oil painting. 
To make a plotu.ro tho process la this: 
A plate of metal of required aizo is sur- 
rounded by a raised margin nn inch 
lu height. A mastio oomontof powder- 
ed stoiio, lime and llnseod oli Is spread 
over the bottom of tho plate and that 
covered with piaster of Paris to tho 
lovol of tho rim. 
Upon Ihls tho ploluro 


to bo mado Is vory carefully drawn, and 
tho mechanic's work commences, lie 
takes a piooo of glass of tho exact tint 
necessary nnd Ills it to its plaoo, grind- 
ing it to got tho shape. Then ho goes on, 
ono piece at a time, till tho picture is 
liuishod, then tho face Is ground down 
to a smoothness, and tho picture Is 
sot in its place. 


Some of tho greatest pictures of an- 


olont and modern timos aro In mosaic, 
Iho tints, with all tho delicate shades, 
being as carefully reproduced ns in oil, 
and tho oll'ooti being oven greater. Tho 
ceilings of many of tho groat ohurohos 
aro entirely of mosaic, as well as many 
of tiro groat allar pieces nnd other 
decorations. As they aro utterly in- 
destructible and never lose their color, 
they aro vory much prized. A pioturo 
in mosiao costs, but then it ia eternal, 
barring Jiro nnd earthquakes. 


All ovor Koine aro shops dovotcd to 


tho manufacture of mosaic table tops, 
box covers etc,, tho workman toiling 
nil his life on one subject. Tho man 
who commences on St. Peter's, on ta- 
ble tops, or tho Colllsonm, never does 
any other subject, and ho bocom'os so 
skillful lu tills ouo subject that ho Is en- 
abled to make thorn not only well, but 
very cheaply. Ho has only tho tints to 
manage that enter into tho ono picture, 
and ho places thorn mechanically and 
vory vapidly.
